The senator was denouncing 
the United Nations and its mem- 
bers and calling on that body to 
denounce Soviet Russia and to 
blockade China. The Democrats 
present listened with pleasure, 
but kept silent. 


Long View 


At last Sen. John Sherman 
Cooper, Republican from Ken- 
tucky and a former delegate to 
the UN Assembly, arose to put 
a question. He said the problem 
was a much larger one than de- 
nouncing Soviet Russia, and that 
the long view of what was best 
for this country and for the ad- 
vancement of peace should be 
considered. 

‘He had in mind, of course, the 
fact that Senator Knowland had 
picked about the worst possible 
‘time to embarrass the administra- 
tion, and to work great harm to 
the quiet and unannounced diplo- 
matic approaches being made to 
Russia’s Malenkov to see if he 
wants, like Stalin, to have a 
“Big Three’’ meeting, or, if not 
that, if he would like to sit down 
with President Eisenhower. 
“There is also a feeling here, 
in official circles, that Georgi 
Malenkoy would very much like 
to build his prestige and posi- 
tion in Russia by such a meet- 
ing as his predecessor partici- 
pated in at Tehran, Yalta and 
Potsdam. He might not be in- 
clined to sit down with the Brit- 
ish, now that Marshal Tito, ‘he 
only person ever to defy Stalin 
and make it good, has been to 
London for a conference. But he 
would like, it is believed, to 
meet with General Eisenhower. 

-And here was Knowland, 4a 
bull loose, as usual, in the dip- 
lomatic china shop. 

"Senator Cooper asked him why 
he did not address his remarks 
to the President and ask him to 
request the United Nations to re- 
buke Russia. And the defiant 
senator said he was so address- 
ing and that if it meant war he 
would go for that, too. And, sure 
enough, later in his speech he 
said the people should be de- 
manding of the executive branch 
that it take such action. 


Dissatisfaction 

It was a speech widely inter- 
preted as increasing Old Guard 
dissatisfaction with the adminis- 
tration’s foreign policy. It came, 
of course, on top of the almost 
fantastic opposition to appoint- 
ment of Charles E. Bohlen as am- 
bassador to Russia. The Old 
Guard is against him because he, 
as a young diplomat, obeyed or- 
ders and served as an interpreter 
at Yalta. | 

They want to remove anyone 
who was at all connected with 
past administrations. Such a pol- 
icy would be a deadly one, but 
they were against General Eisen- 
hower at the Chicago Convention 
because he had been promoted 
by Democratic presidents. And on 
St. Patrick’s Day itself Col. Rob- 
ert McCormick’s editorial, ap- 
pearing simultaneously here and 
in the Chicago Tribune, denounced 
the administration as continuing 
the New Deal. 

The little group, best repre- 
‘sented by Sen. Joe McCarthy, 
daily grows more confident and 
‘more aggressive. One of their 
more die-hard members plain- 
tively repeats the charge that 
the Eisenhower faction is mere- 
ly a whitewashed New Deal 
crowd and that the whitewash 
is growing thin. 

One of these days the Presi- 
dent will, as they say, have to 
take hold. When that day comes, 
fe will lean more and more on 
the Democrats. Sen. Lyndon 
Johnson 4 of Texas, Democratic 
floor leader, followed Knowland’s 
rampage with a speech calling 
on all hands to support the Pres- 
ident in this time of crisis.

ATOMIC TEST SITE, Nev., 
March 17—We ctustered, several 
hundred of us, around the base of 
News Nob. We overlooked Yucca 
Flat but could see only a scat- 
tering of lights, It was still dark. 
The brightest light marked the 
tower seven miles away, on 
which the A-bomb rested. 


At H-hour-minus-five minutes, 


a loudspeaker blared: 
“Security officers, check the 


persons in your immediate area.”’ 

Gray-uniformed men gave the 
once-over to the _ identification 
tags each of us wore. 

The loudspeaker spoke again: 
“H-hour minus one minute. 
Everybody put your goggles on. 
If you don’t have goggles, turn 
your back to the blast area.” 
A fireball bulged from the 
darkness. It was big. It must 
have been several hundred feet 
in diameter to look so bi= from 
a distance of seven miles. 

“One thousand, two thousand, 
three thousand.’ Those who re- 
membered counted before re- 
moving their goggles. Others, 
lost in wonderment, forgot for 
awhile to nemove theirs at all.

Test Town 


Obliterated 
By A-Burst

YUCCA FLAT, Nev., March 17— 
(INS)—Doom Town virtually was 
wiped off the map today by an 
atomic explosion which could have 
killed 100,000 persons, in the opin- 
ion of Civil Defense authorities. 


A modern 6-room house, three 
quarters of a mile from the 
nuclear bomb that hit with an 
impact of 15,000 tons of TNT, was 
crushed as if by a million ham- 
mers. Another, a mile and a 
half away, had its mannequin 
occupants hurled about, its win- 
dows smashed, doors torn off and 
its foundations separated as if 
by earthquake. 


COVERS TOWN 

Under a poisoned pall of radio- 
active dust that blanketed Doom 
Town and what would have been 
its suburbs, thé steel tops of 
cars were jammed down on the 
crushed heads of dummy occu- 
pants. Some blazed. Others had 
been picked up by the stupendous 
forces of the bomb and hurled 
about, just as those same forces 
had sucked up a 20-ton tank and 
flipped it away. 

All was chaos in the vacant 
little town that had been built 
to be sacrificed in the continuing 
research on how best to defend 
against an enemy A-bomb. The 
area was still so radioactively 
‘“*hot’”’ six hours after the deto- 
nation at 5:20 a. m. (PST) that 
only a handful of observers had 
been inside—though some had 
crouched within two miles of the 
fearsome cloud, in foxholes. 


CRYSTALLINE 


A correspondent, who ventured 
near the explosion site soon aft- 
erward, reported that the sur- 
rounding ground was crystalline 
and fused. 

Gen. W. M. Robertson, Cali- 
fornia Gov. Earl Warren’s Civil 
Defense adviser, asserted: 

“If a bomb like today’s had 
been detonated over a city like 
San Francisco, with its high 
population density, it would have

Let’s Change 
The Court Pattern 


Early last fall the City of Atlanta, 
through its police committee, asked the 
Traffic Institute of Northwestern Uni- 
versity and the American Bar Asso- 
ciation to study ‘the police traffic super- 
vision program including the courts 
and to make recommendations. 

The report is in now and it is spe- 
cific. 

A single court is suggested to re- 
place the Atlanta municipal courts and 
the Fulton criminal court for the trial 
of misdemeanors and city ordinance 
violations. The new court would have 
Atlanta-Fulton and Atlanta-DeKalb 
divisions. 

It would eliminate the difficulties 
that arise from law enforcement in a 
metropolitan area where city lines 
cross county lines and in which there 
is overlapping of jurisdiction with its 
concomitant controversy. 

The change is a long-range plan. 

For the interim, those who made 
the study recommend certain imme- 
diate steps to effect more adequate 
traffic-law enforcement. Chief among 
those are suggestions that the courts 


be streamlined and the rules drawn in, 


keeping with the duties, that the mu- 
nicipal courts be moved out of police 
headquarters and furnished with prose- 
cutors. 

The recommendations are based on 
national standards and on well-tested 
techniques. They are in keeping with 
an editorial position The Atlanta Con- 
stitution has taken for many months. 

The Atlanta court survey report is 
bought and paid for. 

The city can take it or leave it. 

If we leave it, it’s time and money 
lost. We'll continue to pay for horse- 
and-buggy justice in an Expressway 
ace. 

Taking the report and making the 
most of it means positive action. It 
means taking the offensive in another 
phase of the battle for a greater 
Greater Atlanta.

We Must Be Ready 
For Atomic Attack 


The Yucca Flat atomic tests serve 
to remind us again of the importance 
of an adequate civil defense program 
in this country that would help to 
alleviate the disastrous effects of an 
atomic attack. 

The average American citizen still 
has not the slightest conception about 
what to do in the event we should be 
attacked with atomic bombs. In view 
of the tense situation in the world, we 
cannot afford to gamble that such an 
attack will not come. 

The American population is largely 
concentrated in a few big cities. The 
problems that would be presented by 
atomic attacks upon them: stagger the 
imagination. 

The latest study to guide defense 
officials on how to prepare the United 
States for air attack proposes expendi- 
tures of $20,000,000,000 for radar sta- 
tions, interceptors, and_ retaliatory 
bombers for defense alone. Present air 
defenses, it is estimated, could stop 
only about one plane out of three from 
getting through. 

Writing in the current issue of The 
Saturday Evening Post, Dr. Ralph E. 
Lapp, with Stewart Alsop, proposes an- 
other air defense plan he claims could 
destroy 85 or 95 per cent of attacking 
planes, including jet bombers. He 
bases his plan on a belief that any Rus- 
sian attack would be launched via the 
polar route and envisions a network of 
radar stations, 40 or 50 in number, be- 
tween Thule, Greenland, and Fair- 
banks, Alaska. 

With this network, he thinks we 
can work out a leakproof interceptor 
system that would beat back an at- 
tack. | 

At any rate, we had best be think- 
ing along lines of building a “leak- 
proof” system for protection of Amer- 
ica’s industrial heartland. And we had 
best undertake training systems for the 
civil population that will enable us 
to know what to do should the dreaded 
atomic attack occur in spite of the best 
defense system we can devise. There'll 
be no time for training after an attack 
occurs.

City Election Leaders 
Act Out of Order 


Postponement, by a vote of the in- 
cumbents, of the election of the At- 
lanta City Executive Committee until 
1958 strikes us as wholly unwarranted, 
if mt entirely illegal. 

Until now the executive committee 
members have been elected every four 
years. The committee has the opinion 


of the city attorney and his assistant 
that under the law the practice must 
continue. 

Yet, by a 10-4 vote, the committee 
flagrantly disregards legal advice and 
sets up a de facto party government for 
the next four years. 

The pretext that the Plan of Im- 
provement makés no provision for the 
executive committee is no excuse; it is 
a subterfuge. 

Whatever the motive of the com- 
mittee in suspending the rules and the 
election of its membership, the decision 
is out of keeping with fair play and 
apparently without the law. 

It is a rank example of trying to 
change the rules in the course of the 
game.

Wilson Takes Whack 


At Excess Personnel 


While no one can argue that econ- 
omy is not a desirable aim, the memory 


‘of the Louis Johnson era in national 


defense is all too fresh for us not to 
examine any new proposals to cut back 
the national security programs. 

In cutting the “fat,” Mr. Johnson, 
spurred on by an economy-minded Con- 
gress, also cut the “muscle” and “sin- 
ews’ of the armed forces to the point 
of extreme danger. There is no way of 
estimating how much that ‘“economiz- 
ing” has cost and will continue to cost 
the American taxpayer. 

Secretary Wilson’s order to the 
armed services to fire 39,346 employees 
by the end of May comes at a time 
when our relations with the Communist 
world are heading for a new low. 

Theoretically, each civilian employee 
relieves a soldier for field duty. We 
hope this order works out so that it 
will not be necessary to call men in 
from the line to do desk jobs. 

The order is in line with thinking 
of economy advocates such as Sen. Paul 
Douglas, who have pointed out the 
enormous wasted manpower in the 
armed forces. We will now see whether 
we can get along with less administra- 
tive personnel and maintain efficiency. 
It is worth a trial. Certainly our “desk 
men” are more than any other army 
can afford. 

However, as Senator Symington so 
aptly has pointed out, now is not the 
time for us to slide into another Louis 
Johnson period. The threat to our sur- 
vival is too great to take further chances.

The Georgia commissioner of agri- 
culture is all fussed up about statehood 
for Hawaii. And we can understand 
why. 

The commissioner says that Ha- 
Wallis principal crops are sugar and 
pineapples. Although sugar and pine- 
apples do not compete with any crop 
within his bailiwick, the Hawaiian Is- 
lands do produce coconuts. Now coco- 
nuts contain milk and any “furrin” 
milk makes the hackles rise on our ag- 
riculture commissioner. 

Were coconut milk given statehood 
status, he might face a difficult prob- 
lem in control. Hawaii is a long way 
to send the bluing brigade. And the 
taxpayers who patiently bear the ex- 
pense of milk inspectors sent to Ten- 
nessee and Indiana might buck at foot- 
ing the bill for maintaining a couple of 
the agriculture department boys on the 
beach at Waikiki.

Public Servants Merit 
A Pat on the Back 


The Atlanta Constitution has made the 
point editorially that men willing to serve 
their communities should not be penalized. 

Disturbed over reports that entry fees 
for candidates in the Atlanta primary may 
be raised, especially in the. case of school 
board membership, the newspaper said ‘‘as 
hard as it is to get capable persons to offer 
for this arduous, often thankless service, 
some communities are almost ready to pay 
a man to run instead of charging .. .” 

The Constitution added that ‘‘the public 
could, and should, pick up the check or at 
least share the cost with the candidate. In 


' other words, pay the cost from tax funds.” 


Men willing to serve their communities 
and especially those in nonremunerative 
posts ought to have the support of the peo- 
ple they seek to serve, 

As many will testify, public servants of 
this type all too often don’t have the sup- 
port and co-operation of the people. More 
often, they are the targets of severe criti- 
cism and unjust ridicule and in some in- 
Stances are subjected to unwarranted abuse. 

Most, if not all, of these public servants 
try to do a good conscientious job. If they 
are willing to devote their personal time 
and talents to a community job, they cer- 
tainly merit the £o-operation and construc- 
tive suggestions of everyone. And occa- 
sionally, we might add, a pat on the back.

Malenkov Using 
Stalin’s Tactics 


WASHINGTON — March 18 — Premier 
Malenkov is engaged in a dramatic at- 
tempt to outsmart the leaders of the West. 


By shooting down Allied planes, the So- 
viet ruler warns the non-Communist world 
that it must not tread on his toes—and they 
get scared and pull back. Orders, for ex- 
ample, have been issued by the British to 

keep their air units at 
least 30 miles away 
from the Soviet Zone 
line. 

Coincidentally, §Ma- 
lenkov says in his in- 
augural address at 
Moscow that all 
“troublesome questions 
(with the West) may be 
resolved by peaceful 
negotiations,’’ 

| Why should Malen- 
kov make any such statement if it is not 
that he feels the Soviet people fear a big 
war and need some reassurancé? 


If Malenkov really wanted to start a 
peace move, he doesn’t have to announce 
it from the housetops. He has ambassadors. 

But there was a propaganda value in 
broadcasting to the West that ‘peaceful 
negotiations,’’ could ensue. 

These tactics have worked before under 
Stalin and are being continued because the 
West is easily duped by them. 

Publicly, of course, American and 
European officials vehemently deny that 
they are being misled by Moscow. But the 
net effect nevertheless is to stimulate the 
assumption that Russia has no hostile in- 
tent and that it is safe to let the Korean 
War drag on and to do nothing that might 
offend the Communist. 

No better illustration of this could be 
cited than what has just happened in the 
Senate. 

Senator Knowland, of California, advo- 
cated that the United Nations should de- 
clare Soviet Russia a supporter of aggres- 
sion and ‘‘a violator of the charter of the 
UN.” He urged that all nations which had 
extended diplomatic recognition to Red 
China should withdraw it. He demanded 
that a naval blockade of Red China be or- 
dered by the UN. 

But Senator Cooper, of Kentucky, Re- 
publican, who was appointed by Truman 
as U. §S. delegate to the United Nations, 
declared that the course Knowland had ad- 
vocated would sound the ‘“‘death knell of 
any possibility of peaceful settlement with 
the Russians.”’ 

Senator Sparkman, of Alabama, said of 


‘ Knowland’s plan: 


“It might be well to wait and see be- 
fore doing anything to push that right 
now.”’ 

The wait-and-see attitude fits in with 
Malenkov ‘strategy. He dangles hopes of 
peace so as to retard rearmament by the 
West and to prevent, if possible, the Euro- 
pean Defense Army from being organized.

Sen. Taft Still 
Runs the Show 


WASHINGTON — When the Eisenhower 
administration assumed office, it was fore- 
cast here that the center of gravity, the 
focus of power, would move rapidly to 
Congress unless the President himself rec- 
ognized his enormous prestige and _ influ- 

ence with the people 
and began to exert it, 
as he had never done 
as party leader in the 
campaign. Congress 
has, indeed, been draw- 
ing power intoits hands 
swiftly, filling the vac- 
uum, and Congress, 
when the Republican 
Party is in office, 
means the Middle West 
Oligarchy that holds 
key inte through operation of the sen- 
iority system. This dominant power bloc, 
which revolves about Senator Taft, is: ex- 
perienced and skillful and is not matched, 
at least so far, in political finesse at the 
other end of Perfhsylvania Ave., either in 
the White House or the top command in 
the President's cabinet. 

Observers here have been astounded by 
the way White House power has dissipated 
in so short a time. It has been abetted 
by President Eisenhower's continuous curt- 
seying to Congress, touched on here some 
time back. That is a studied technique 
which, though never successful in the past, 
yet is defended by the President's friends 
who argue that, in the end, it will be ex- 
ploited when he finally finds it necessary 
to challenge Congress. 

When, and if, it comes, it will ginvolve 
a very clear pattern that has established 
itself- in recent episodes dramatizing the 
differences between the White House and 
Congress going back to basic differences 
within the party. 

Most recent was President FEisen- 
hower’s appointment of Charles E. Bohlen, 
experienced diplomat and Russian expert, 
as ambassador to Moscow. That was a 
perfectly natural and logical choice for 
the President, fitting in with his conception 
of our problem with Russia and the best 
way to meet it. But a number of Repub- 
licans balked because Mr. Bohlen happened 
to have sat with President Roosevelt at

Yalta as interpreter—guilt by association— 


and, when he appeared before the Senate 
foreign relations committee, he gave his 
honest version of the Yalta Treaty. 

Yalta, along with Potsdam, figured also 
in a previous episode. The Taftites were 
unwilling to take the Eisenhower-Dulles 
version of a resolution condemning Rus- 
sian enslavement of peoples by violating 
those two agreements, but wanted to go 
further and challenge the validity of these 
treaties which were the handiwork of 
Messrs. Roosevelt and Truman, respec- 
tively. 

Democrats, while ready to accept the 
Eisenhower-Dulles version, shied away 
from the Taft amendment. Since anything 
short of an almost unanimous vote by Con- 
gress would have robbed such a resolution 
of any effect, as the President himself 
pointed out, the administration withdrew 
and averted a showdown with the Taftites. 

The pattern fits together all down the 
line and ‘‘co-operation’’ is working very 
nicely—for Senator Taft's Congress. 2

Why Neglect Those Skilled Fingers 


That Gan Sew and Knit and Crochet? 


It well may be that in this most waste- 
ful and prodigal of all countries one of the 
resources Which we are letting go to waste 
is the skilled fingers of the womenfolk— 
the mothers and grandmothers whose kids 
have grown up and gone and who have 
time to sew and knit and tat and crochet 
and make things with their hands. 

I am reminded of thig subject by a 
letter from a lady over in Tallapoosa, Ga., 
who writes that the plant there waned had 
been making camou- 
flage nets had closed 
down, and that. the 
women who had worked 
there were now idle. 

“Dear Mr. Martin,” 
the lady writes, ‘‘Let 
me talk with you a lit- 
tle while about the pre- 
dicament I’m in—me 
and a lot of my friends 
who are over 40, with 
time on our hands, and 
a great need to do some sort of work at 
home that would bring in a little cash. 

For instance, I worked all last winter 
in a camouflage plant. It was a hard job. 
You stood on your feet all day for eight 
hours weaving burlap strips into large 
cotton mesh nets. You may have seen 
some of these in Korea.” 

(I did, I saw plenty of them. These 
nets, strung on stakes, covered the guns of 
artillery batteries, covered supply dumps, 
and sometimes tent areas. Painted in the 
colors of dead leaves, or earth, they hide 
from aerial observation anything they 
cover.) : 

‘‘Now this job was hard work. But it 
attracted a lot of people, for it set. no 
age limit: Most of us who worked there 
were over 40. And the money was a big 
help. But now the contract is completed 
and there is nothing for us to do. What- 
ever talents we've got are just going to 
waste. 


“Take me for instance. I can crochet, 


embroider, sew, make quilts and do other 
fine handiwork. But who is going to buy 
what 1 do? Everybody else in this part 
of the country can do the same thing. We 
can't sell our handiwork to each other. 

‘Somewhere there must be something 
we can do for regular pay, on a piecework 
basis. Not a lot of money—but something 
that would bring us in maybe $10 a week 
cash. And something that would let us 
stay home while we work. Most of us 
have a hard time leaving home to work 
in a factory. We have a cow, or a pig or 
some chickens that need a little looking 
after. But we could keep house and work, 
too, if we only had the work to do. 

“Why don’t you put a piece in the paper 
about this? Ask if there is not some small 
manufacturer who would like somebody to 
sew hospital gowns, or make_ simple 
dresses, or tie mops, or something. I 
know that this is a machine-made country, 
and we think in terms of big factories turn- 
ing out millions of items a day. But some- 
where in the country there ought to be 
somebody who could utilize the skills that 
are in women’s hands, skills that they’ve 
spent a lifetime learning.” 

Well, there it is. It may sound like a 
poor idea in this country where we've come 
to believe everybody wants to work less, 
not more, where we have long since, we 
think, passed the point where we need the 
help of amateurs in our industrial produc- 
tion. But I keep remembering how the 
great war machine of Japan was built on 
the production of little homes that were 
also factories. We didn’t bomb Japan's 
great cities to ashes because we wanted 
to kill people. We did it because in every 
little house Mama-san and Papa-san and 
all the kids were working with nimble 
fingers, making the things the soldiers 
needed. 

And it does seem a shame that the 
ladies of Tallapoosa, who can knit and 
crochet, sew and do embroidery, should 
find their talents going to waste.

By Many Names 


A friend asks me to consider a Bible 
verse which has long perplexed him. It is 
*‘The Lord, whose name is Jealous, is a 
jealous God’’ (Exodus 34:14). 


God is known to us by many names. We 
honor God by calling Him Creator, King 
and Lord. Lovingly, we refer to Him as 
Father, Shepherd, De- 3 
liverer, Sustainer and 
Redeemer. Respectful- 
lv, we recognize Him 
to be Teacher, Judge 
and the. Inescapable 
One. And we worship 
Him as the Infinite, the 
Omnipotent and _ the 
Eternal. But my friend 
is troubled by the name 
Jealous. Is not jeal- 
ousy an attribute we | : 
despise in human personality? Can the God 
we love and worship possess a character~ 
istic which is unworthy of man? 

At first I was tempted to suggest that 
the scriptural references to the jealousy 
of God are usually found in Exodus, Deus 
teronomy and other portions of the Old Tes- 
tament, and that Jesus Christ gave man 
a greater and more perfect revelation of 
the nature of God. But I hesitated to say 
this, for I believe profoundly in the integrity 
and spiritual honor of those men of God 
who gave us the older writings. 


Then I turned to the modern translations 
of the Bible to discover the particular word 
used by the Bible scholars of our own day. 
I found that they reaffirm the adequacy 
of the word used by the translators of the 
King James Version. 

I opened my Webster's dictionary to de- 
termine the proper meaning of the word 
jealousy, and I found that the preferred 
definitions were ‘‘Exacting exclusive devo- 
tion’’ and “intolerant of rivalry.’ In view 
of these meanings, Jealousy does not imply 
an unworthy motive; rather, God proclaims 
the only honorable basis of man’s relation 
to Him. God, intolerant of rivalry, expects 
a believer to offer an exclusive devotion 
to him. 

In the Ten Commandments are these 
words: “‘Thou shalt have no other gods 
before me. ... Thou shalt not bow down 
thyself to them, nor serve them: for I the 
Lord thy God am a jealous God’’ (Exodus 
20:3,5). These commandments were given 
by God to the Children of Israel, His 
Chosen People. God and His people had 
entered into a sacred and holy covenante 
Even as a man and his wife pledge exclu- 
sive love and loyalty to each other, God 
accepts nothing less than an exclusive 
devotion from His children. In that ancient 
hour the Israelites were tempted to divide 
their allegiance between the God of Israel 
and the gods of the Canaanites, between the 
True God and many false gods. 


The gods of the Canaanites no longer 
claim worship from man, but we often 
pledge fealty to the false gods of pride, 
position, power and possession. When we 
subordinate the True God of our fathers 
to these pagan gods of our passions, then, 
as of old, God is a jealous God.

WASHINGTON, March 17—‘P. 
Secretary of Commerce Sinclair 
Weeks has informed Senator Mc- 
Carthy that foreign shippers who 
bought surplus U. S. ships can 
use them to trade with Commu- 
nist countries whether this coun- 
try likes it or not. , 

Weeks told McCarthy that un- 
der a 1946 law this country gave 
up all control over war surplus 
ships when it sold them, even if 
all the ships are not yet paid 
for. The only recourse, he added, 
would be to take the vessels if 
the buyers failed to make their 
payments. 

McCarthy said a week ago his 
Senate permanent investigating 
subcommittee has uncovered evi- 
‘dence that 96 ships on which this 
country still holds mortgages 
have made 183 voyages behind 
the Iron Curtain including 78 to 
Communist China.

Eating ‘For 2’ 


Need Not Be 
A Problem 


BY IDA JEAN KAIN 
_ There is a great emphasis to- 
day on weight control during 
pregnancy. The old saying that 
one must “eat for two’’ has 
been revised. “Eat for the 
good health of two,” is the 
modern version . . . and sound. 


The expectant mother who 
realizes she must eat for two 
s0 far as the protective nutri- 
ents are concerned —to meet 
her own requirements and those 
of the baby—is on the right 
track. And that means stepping 
up the building foods and cut- 
_ting the nonessentials sharply. 


The mother-to-be who is up- 
to-date and nutrition-wise plans 
her meals to increase the pro- 
tective materials, including 85 
grams of protein a day. She 
limits the vitamin-deficient fat- 
teners so as to keep a strict 
control on weight gains. 

It has been proved that on a 
highly protective diet, an ex- 
pectant mother may gain as lit- 
tle as 15 pounds and produce a 
healthy, normal size baby. 
When the proper building ma- 
terials are furnished in the diet, 
the baby can get exactly what 
it needs: for growth and devel- 
opment. But if any of the nec- 
essary nutrients are lacking, 
then nature draws from the 
mother’s sources to the detri- 
ment of health. Nature takes 
care of the infant’s needs first. 

Increasing emphasis is being 
given the importance of protein 
in the diet of the expectant 
mother. Daily meals should pro- 
vide a quart of milk, at least a 
quarter pound of lean meat, 
and at least one egg... be- 
sides cheese, wholegrain cereal 
and bread, vegetables, and 
fruits, always including one cit- 
rus for Vitamin C.

The headquarters, establishing 


direct communication with all of 


DeKalb’s nine fire stations and 
with police radio units, will be 
located in the Trinity Building, 
county administratiye office 
building at Church Street and 
Trinity Place in Decatur. 

The new system will allow per- 
sons to call one central number 
to report a fire anywhere in the 
county, Lynch said. 

Candler said telephone equip- 
ment for the control unit has 
been ordered, but said he does 
not know when the facilities will 
be installed. The county will pay 
$300 a month rent on the system, 
he added. 


At present, a resident must call
